—.— This Opinion Mr. Sorrell Proc uced. 1 in Court; and after the Court in 
which he produced it was broke up, he took it home with him as a Voucher for 
the two Guineas he had expended upon that Account, there being no Order of 
Court for him to leave it behind him. Who the two Gentlemen were that at- 
tended Mr. Ryder, with Mr. Sorrell, I do not know ; 1 can only aſſure you, that 
J was not one of them. 

But though Mr. Sorrell kept the Opinion of Mr. Ryder for his own Security, 
yet,” upon their Requeſt, he never refuſed any of the Governors the Peruſal of it, 
as I ever- heard. 'T borrowed the Opinion. one Day of Mr. Sorrell, carried it to 
Mr. Willis, and, according to my Promiſe, reſtored it to Mr. Sorrell that very 
Evening. 

After Mr. Sorrell's Accounts were audited, Mr. Ryder's 8 came acci- 
dentally into my Hands; ſeveral of the Court knew where it was: And I was fo 
far from making a Secret of it, that, upon the firſt Motion for its being brought 


into Court (which was on the 18th of November 1734) I went and fetch'd it : 


When the Court was over, as I brought it into Court, and no one Gentleman 
deſiring me to leave it there, I carried it home again. 

After this, thinking it could be of littie Uſe to the Court (all the Gentlemen 
that belonged to it, being ſo well acquainted with, and having ſo fully conſider'd 
the Contents of it) upon his Deſire, I gave it Mr. Hucks, in whoſe Poſſeſſion it 
was when the Court order'd me to lay it before them; that it was in his Cu- 
Has J told the Court; and Mr. Hucks brought it into Court, or gave it the 

arden. | : 


As to Mr. Strange's 3 I muſt be very ſhort, and ſhall aſſure you, 7 - 
ey upon my Herd and Honour, that I was entirely unconcerned in the Re- 
moval of it out of Court : I knew nothing of it, nor, in the leaſt Manner, con- 
tributed towards it.

* Nov. 17, 1733. Ordered, That the Sum of 38 I. 5 6. that is now paid off from 
© the South-Sea Annuities, being part of the 600 /. depoſited in the Court of 
Chancery, be laid out in South-Sea Annuities ; and that the Warden do apply to 
© the Accountant General for that Purpoſe,” e. | 
But this Payment of the Government did not affect the Intereſt in my Year, 
but in Mr, Spence's. I muſt acknowledge, that I ſhould have laid out the 
| 38 J. 5 5. in Purſuance of this Order of the Court of Governors; but really, Gen- 
| tlemen, I forgot to do it, and for this Omiſſion I beg your Pardon. 
But my Forgetfulnefs had occaſioned no Loſs to the Charity, if Mr. Spence had 
remembred. it: Far he ura eleted Warden ſoon enough to have bought Saut h-Sea 
Annuities before Lady-day; and, conſequently, we ſhould have been intitled to 
the Intereſt payable at that Time. And I having: placed to Account the full In- 
tereſt of the whole 600 J. to the very Michaelmas before, there would have been 
no manner of Deficiency in this Article, But in truth Mr. Spence alſo forgot it, 
and fo indeed did the whole Court of Governors; it being thought of no more, 
till the Renewal of their Order for purchaſing it, which was not till the 21ſt of 


So that though without Diſpute a Year's Intereſt of the 38 J. 5's. was loſt to 
the Charity (viz. from Michaelmas, 1733, to Michaelmas, 1734.) yet it was not 
loſt by my Fault only; for not only I, as I obſerved before, but Mr. Spence alſo, 
and the whole Court of Governors, forgot it.

And indeed I thought Mr. Willis had little or nothing to ſay, when at his firſt 
ſetting out he dwelt fo long upon a little Grammatical Slip, and for half a P 
plays fo prettily with the Word parted. I meant no more by it, than that all the 
Advantages and Emoluments of the Governors Eſtate were to be parted between, 
or enjoyed by, the two Pariſhes. 


If the Expreſſion is incorrect, I give it up; it makes nothing to the Merits of 


the Cauſe, and little Miſtakes in Language are uſual to Perſons of my Education: 
And I wiſh, for the Eaſe of himſelf and both Pariſhes, that Mr. Villis had never 
been guilty of any greater Failures in Reaſon and 'Truth, than I have been in 


Grammar. 


I think now I have gone through Mr. Milliss Paper; and ſhall conclude all 
with my moſt humble Requeſt to the Court of Governors, That they would order 


the Accounts to be annually printed: Which will prove a STRONGER BAR 


againſt Corruption, than all the other Orders they can poſſibly make againſt it.
